LATEST FROM EUROPE. 

By the at rival of the Columbia. Captain 
Rogers, in 48 days from Liverpool, the 
Editor of tho New York American has 
'received his regular Wes oV London papers 
to the 5lh, Liverpool to the 7th of March, 
from which we hastily sketch the following 
brief summnry of events since our last 
previous advices:—America*. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

In the House of Lords on the 24th of 
February, the Marquis ot Landsdnwne pot 
to the Earl of Liverpool as minister, the 
question whether the prospects of peace in 
the west of Europe continued to eiist in 
the same degree aa at the commencement 
of the sesrtinn, end whether any expectation 
at all was entertained by the government 
that a conflict could be avoided 

The Earl of Liverpool replied by de¬ 
precating any premature enquiry as t" 
whether matters had or had not yet come 
to that pass, which made the preservation 
of peace absolutely impossible He furthei 
stated however that other and e*pe. ial 
circumstances had very recently occurred, 
whieb made him still more strenuously 
oppose any discussion of the existing 
relations between France and S- ain. 

The marquis followed up his inquiry bv 
asking whether the British government 
remained unshack'etl as to the part it 
might take in the event of a war; to which 
the Earl rpplifd by a general affirmative. 

In the Huu«e of Commons on the 28th 
of Feb. Mr. Brougham put to Mr. Can¬ 
ning Ihe question whether or not the H ike 
of Wellington at the conferences ai ' erona 
expressed the opinion of ihe British gov¬ 
ernment that the measures of precaution 
adopted on the Spanish frontier were not 
objectionable. 

Mr. Canning in reply intimated that the 
concessions alluded to by M Chateaubri- 
and were garbled from a long paper pre 
seoted by the Puke; and in the i nurse of 
bis observation* Mr. C. observed that the 
hopes hitherto entertained bv government 
of adjusting the differences had con«idera. 
bly diminished, although they were nut 
entirely destroyed. 

From these circumstances, connected 
with the uniform impression which evident¬ 
ly exists in England, together with the 
still more unequivocal indications develop¬ 
ed in France and Spain, we are Ini to be¬ 
lieve that wyiR is inevitable, although it 
was not known in London to have b<pn
